Teen-Ager Draft 
Causes Split As 
Extension Voted 

WASHINGTON, June 17 (U,R)— Senate and house conferees 
failed aKniii today to ajrree on the draftinK of tten ngers, but 
voted to extend the selective service act until March 31, 1947. 

The expiration date was a compromise between a house 
proposal to end the draft next Feb. 15 and a senate bill which 
would have extended it to May 15. 

Conferees scheduled another attempt to work out an 
aRreemciit on whether leen-aKors should be subject to the 
draft. They al.so faced the (juestion of raising military pay to 
induce volunteering and

Of India Plan 

NEW DELHI, June 17 OPj — 
Chances Increased loday that the 
domlnantly Hindu congrcaa party 
and tlie Moslem leatuc would accept 
the Brillih coblncl plan for an 
Interim government to rule the 
tccmlijB subcontinent In the transi- 
tory period before Independence. 

Field Marshal Lord Wavell, the 
viceroy, proposed that five congress 
representatives, five Mwlcm leagu- 
ers and four representatives of 
smaller iegments of India's mass of 
400,000,000 persons comprise ihe 
cabinet for Ihe Interim government 
to start functioning June 20. 

Mohandas K. OandhI, spiritual 
leader ot the congress, wns repre- 
sented OS "personally very unhappy" 
but the pro-congrca Hindustan 
Times said '■there Is every reason 
tor giving favorable consl deration" 
to Wavell'g announcement. 

Dawn, olllclal newspaper of the 
Moslem leogue, eiprewed the view 
thai the Bria-di cabinet mission 
had "pulled a Inst one" and asked 
"wlial guarantee Is there even now 
thai this 'finol' decision will lemaln 
final?" PoUtlcol writers Interpreted 
this widely as indicating tjic le.igue 
would aci:epl the proposed cabinet, 
barring turUier changes. Newspa-

Recently wo commented on Uic aiinoLincc- 
nioiu by U. S. Sen, Glen Taylor ol Idaho tlml 
lie Iftvored iiatlonnllzallon of the nation's 
basic Industries— In other words, government 
ownership and openitlon of .such thlnRi; as 
our railroads, mines, iitlhtlps. eommunlcatlon 
systems, .steel mills and the like. 

Since Taylor mude thl.s announcement, an 
Interesting development has taken place. It 
looks as II the United States government Is 
In the coal mining business lor kccp.^, at 
least on a small scale. A lew operators are 
reportedly wllllnB to sell out for a "lalr re- 
muneration" and let the government con- 
tinue Its present control ol their mines on a 
permanent ba^ls. 

For the most part, It might Intcre.'it Sen- 
ator Taylor to know, these operators are the 
owners of small bituminous mines In the 
Routh. Their complaint Is that "hidden cosLs" 
have Increased miners' wages by not 181.,. 
but 34 cents an hour. They say thoy can't 
meet this Increase, and so are bowing out, 

{Senator Taylor had It doped out that 
only the largest Industries would become 
"nationalized" by the government; that the 
smaller Industries would be permitted to con- 
tinue under the tree enterprise system,) 

This development tends to bear out our 
argument that the smaller industries could 
not possibly survive if the basic industries 
were taken over by the government. Some 
of the smaller concerns, apparently, are ready 
to throw in the sponge already. 

It has been pretty well demon.strated by 
now that unions In basic Industries can do 
business directly with the government by 
calling a strike which interferes so drasti- 
cally with the national economy that govern- 
ment Intervention Is the only .solution. And 
It has been pretty well demonstrated that 
these unions can get a better deal from the 
Bovernment than management can afford 
to give them. So the union bosses play right 
into Ihe hands of those advocating "nation- 
alizatlon." 

If such tactics should continue over a pe- 
riod of years, with the unions getting a bet- 
ter deal from the government alter every 
strike, It is not unlikely that more and more 
private Industries would have to follow the 
lead of these few small mine operators. 

But in any event, contrary to the way Sen- 
ator Taylor has It figured, the amallcr In- 
dustries would pass out of the picture first. 
And when the larger ones finally sold out to 
the government, free enterprise would be a 
thing ol the past, and socialism would bo our 
new order. 

If the government continues to try to hold 
down prices while periodically upplng the 
wage ante after seizure and direct negotia- 
tion, the possibility of nationalization of our 
basic industries by default becomes more 
than a pipe dream. 

Maybe that's what Senator Taylor, the la- 
bor bosses, and others in the same political 
category, are trying to achieve. Should that 
time ever arrive, then the laboring men of 
the country would become vassals of the gov- 
ernment. In which low capacity they would 
learn a sad, sad lesson— too late.
